islature. 


Unde,r the law the present legislature 


should rcapportion the state, but Ml in- 


' clination is shown to put this work oft 


'if possible. 
At first it wan said there 


couid bo no reapportioiimeut until con- 


. grcss had fixed on the membership of 


the house, of representatives. 
Now 'it 


is claimed nothing can lie done towurd 
Yeapportioning the state until the cen- 
sus returns Tire 
received 
from, every 


town and village in the state. Hie tar- 
diness in this ivfpccl furnishes an ex- 
cellent excuse. 


It ii admitted there "'ill l>e some rad- 


ical changes in the next apportionment 
as regards assembly and senatorial dis- 
tricts. Several counties are certain to 
lose members, especially in the southern 
part of the state. Kock county, for in- 
f-tance, has been able to hold a member- 
ship'of one scimtor and three assembly- 
men for the Ust teu years. Strict jus- 
tice would take away one of ' Rock's 
ossemblym»n and the advantage of be- 
ing a senatorial district by itself may 
be lost. 
The same 
thing 
is 
urged 


against Dodge, which, though below the 
ratio.'has been able to keep out any 
intruding counties which would like to 
become part of that district. Dodge ,h»s 
has IcRa .than 30,000 population, while 
the ratio for senatorial districts will b« 
about 65,000 to 70,000, the latter being 
the. true ratio, but under the rule that 
H -rrinjor fraction can be counted, 
the 


..•former.figures'may do. It is suggested 


that 
Dodge 
and 
Jefferson 
counties 


might ,l>c. put together as they have a, 
certain community of interests. 


Other Counties to Lose. 


Other counties which eecm likely to 


lose one assemblyman are Sank, Eau 
(.laire, Columbia and Wsiipaca, where 
the present assembly districts are sad- 
ly out of -proportion to the ratio for 
assembly :d.istricts. even under the pres- 
ent apportionment. The northern coun- 
iiw,' with their increasing population, 
will, insist on getting a better represen- 
tation • for that 
part 
of 
the 
state. 


Whether they would be able to do this, 
in case 
of a 
respportionment, 
is 
a, 


question, as the southern counties now 
have the ;votes in the legislature 
nnd 


it is certain they will-not give up any 
districts they "can hold. 


A"s- to- congressional districts, as not 


many of "the legislators have congres- 
sional aspliations, they care less about 
the dividing lines 
for 
those 
districts 


than-thoy do for those which more im- 
mediately concern them. 
It hn* been 


suggested, however, that in case of re- 
ft ppnrtionmpnt 
.Milwaukee 
county 


would ' be entitled to two congressmen, 


• and there is an inclination to give the

through untiring zeal in the cause of 
Christianity. 


The services of Sunday evening were 


unusually interesting. Papers were read

workers in the church extended. One of 
the features was the presentation of n 
paper of' Mr. Stephen H. Sage, one of 
the charter members of the church. This 
paper was dictated by Mr. Sage ii: 1001, 
shortly before hi» death.

by his" daughter, Miss Kmma Sage. The 
paper contains much information regard- 
ing the history of the church. It appears 
in full below. 


Greetings From Rev. Davis. 


A letter of greeting from the Rev. T. 


E. DaviF who was pastor of the. Racine 
church forty-five years ago, the oldest 
living former pastor, was read by "Rev. 
ifr. Chynoweth. ' The Rev. Mr. Davis is 
now pa'stor of a large church 'in Hart- 
ford, Conn.

TEXT OF SUBSIDY BILL 


PASSED BY SENATE. 


The text :of. the subnidy bill passed by 


the, senate .is as follows: • 


The. postmaster general is hereby au- 


thorized to pay for ocean mail service, 
under the act of March 3, 18B1, in ves- 
sels-of tho second class on routes to 
South1' America, 'south of the'equator, 
to the Philippines", to Japan, to China 
and to. Australia, at a rate not ex- 
ceeding $4 per mile .on the outward voy- 
age by;the'shortest practicable routes, 
and in vessels of the third class on said 
routes at .a rate ,not exceeding $2 per 
mi!e' on the outward 'voyage by the 
shortest practicable routed; 


Provided, that if no contract is made 


under the provision of this act for a line 
of ships between a port on the Atlantic 
coast south of Cape'Charles and South 
American ports,' the postmaster general 
shall, provided, two or more 
lines'are 


established'from. North Atlantic ports, 
require that one,of said lines shall, upon 
each outward and 
homeward 
voyage, 


touch at least one port of call on the

for mail, freight and passengers, regard 
being hud. in-the selection of such port 
of call to'geographical location and to 
the volume of trie export and import 
business of the port so selected;

THE INCOME TAX 


The proposed state income tax carries 


some points that may be considered, say- 
ing nothing of the idea of the tax and its 
rates itself. It is stated Messrs. In- 
gram and Kleczka were in favor of the 
exemption of personal property, but the 
details show such is fully included. Pos- 
sibly 
the' clause requiring statements 


from all stockholder* in 
corporations, 


service corporations or not, with these 
stock statements of ownership to be then 
sent to different county assessors, might 
indicate the intention of assessors again 
assessing the stock for taxation. This 
may not IIP so. but to many it will ap- 
pea'r that the property once having paid 
full taxed, may again be assessed to the 
individual stock owners. 


The provisions of the bill -will undergo 


treatment at the hands of some proper 
committee and some of the objection- 
able features be stricken out and others 
modified. The provisions as to number 
of children, as to single men, are pure- 
ly socialistic and should be stricken out.

sion which has the power of appointing 
countv assessors or commissioners, with 
deputies, who are paid by the board upon 
the basis of 10 per cents for each 1,000 of 


assessed valuation secured. Of the mon 
cv collected, 2% per cent goes to the 
state 12'/- per cent goes to the county 
and the balance, 85 per cent, gots to the 
town, city or village where the taxpay- 
er resides. 


"Exemptions are provided m the bill 


upon incomes of $800 or under, and $800 
for «. man and wife, $200 for each child 
up to 18 years of age, and $200 for those 
actually 'dependent upon the taxpayer.

Ths I'.linois plan of electing senators

:sks for candidates to say whether or 
.iot they'will pledge themselves to vote 
for the popular choice, the Illinois plan 
calls on candidates to pledge themselves 


to voting for the choice of the legis- 


ative district. 


This of course would result, in dcac 


locks every time and in no sense of the 
word can be construed as giving the peo 
pie their choice unless we are to return 
to the tribal system. If candidates are 
pledged to vote for the senatorial choice 
as made by their districts, what wil 
happen in the legislature when ill the 
district* come together?. There seems 
to be a lot of wild-catting in this plan 
of giving the people what they want.
